On or about the first of Feb- 
ruary, 1808, President Lincoln 
ordered :i draft ofS00,Q06 men in 
the United States. Kentucky 
had been pretty liberal in send- 
ing volunteers to the army and 
thousands \\e>, Mill going, and 
fortius and other reasons the 
draft t/aa boi enforced until 1S04. 

Now, after a period of forty 
years, the Ooort of Claims nf the 
Doited States has declared the 
draft not legal on the ground 
that. Kentucky had already fnr- 
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id for a 
to be re- 
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turned to some of 
zens and heirs of others, as each 
one drafted was released from 
service in the army on the pay- 
ment Of 1800. If tbil amount to- 
gether with accrued interest is 
now returned to each one w ho 
preferred paying to service in the 
army it will amount to more 
than a thousand dollars in each 
case. If this money is returned 
it will be the moans of bringing 
summinc into many needy homes 
in many counties in this end of 
Kentucky.

Details for the Inauguration Rap- 
idly Being Perfected.— Gov- 
ernors of Fourteen States 



WILL BE IN PARADE. 

Washington, D. 0., March 1st. 
—With the great bulk of the ar 
rangeihents for the inauguration 
of President Roosevelt on Siarch 
1 completed the work today nar- ' 
rowed down to winding up the 
final details. The headquarters 
(if the Inaugural Committee was 
a busy scene and Chairman Wil- 
son and Secretary Hitchcock 
greeted ■ host of visitors and 
conferred with their corpB of 
committee assistants. One of 
the first arrivals today was a 
1 of Sioux Indian!-, who 
told the committee that thcy 
were anxious to participate- in 
the parade in their native regal- 
n. Wilson, referred them 
to the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs. They cannot be as- 
signed places in the procession, 
but may be given some outside 
honorary duties in connection 
ith the inaugural ceremonies. 
The Indian representation in the 
parade will consist of the dele- 
gation of half- a dozen famous 
warrior chiefs, recently an- 
nounced, and a cadet bottalion 
of 300 of the Indians from the 
Carlisle Indian school at Car- 
lisle, Pa. The Carlisle Band of 
fifty pieces will accompany the 
battalion. 

The Coveruors of fourteen 
States are expected to partici- 
pate in the parade. They are : 

Govs. Bell, Vermont ; Roberts, 
Connecticut; Cobb, Maine; Mc- 
Lane, New Hampshire; Higgins, 
New York ; Lea, Delaware ; Cum- 
mins, Iowa ; Warner, Michigan; 
Blanchurd, Louisiana; Penny- 
packer, Pennsylvania; Monta- 
gue, Virginia; Gleun North Car- 
olina; Herrick, Ohio, and War- 
field, Maryland. 

The influx of inaugural visitors 
bas begun, and all the railroads 
tering Washington have made 
preparations to bundle an im- 
mense crowd from every quarter 
of the country. Some of the 
regular troops, including the 
Seventh United States cavalry, 
from (ieorgia, and .'500 troopers 
of the Ninth cavalry , from Mis- 
souri, have arrived. Catit. Seth 
Bullock, former Sheriff of Dead- 
wood county, S. D., and a per- 
sonal friend of President Roose- 
velt, who will command a dev 
tachment of cowboys in tho pa- 
rade, reached here ahead of lus 
detachment in order to arrange 
for their reception. 

All along 'the liue of march 
and adjacent streets flags and 
bunting are displayed on build- 
ings, reviewing stands have bav. 
built on both sides of Pennsyl- 
vania avenue at frequent inter- 
vals between the Capitol and the 
White House.

President Wheeler, of the Un 
versity of California, think 
bachelors ought to be taxed and 
says some warm tilings about 
these irregular members society. 
He says : 

"In the long run what upholds the 
family will uphold the State. Tli 
State cannot exist without th 
home. If the home is left out hod 
•f that necessary solid moral fibre 
can exist. Uood morals are nothing 
less than the regularities and 
diuarles of social life. Between 
morals and religion there can be no 
dividing line.

If nervous and irritable eat plenty 
of celery. 

For constipation eat fruits— ripe 
aud healthy fruits. Fresh fruits 
are good; so are flgs and dates.

Salt for Cheese. 
In chef semaking as in buttermak- 
inir salt plays an important part. It 
tends to lessen the water content ot 
the cheese, and in so doing exertf 
an influence upon the ripening proc- 
ess. It is also equally useful in 
giving the cheese a pleasant favor 
A coarser salt than for buttermak- 
ing is often preferred. The same 
objections, however, may be urged 
against the impurities. The pres- 
ence of chlorides of magnesium and 
calcium give raise to a bitter taste, 
and colored specks and other Im- 
purities In the salt become apparent 
in the product and tend to lessen its 
value.
